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UNDERGROUND NUMISMATICS. 


“Treasure Trove’’ is frequently seen in newspapers, 
heading some article relating to the finding, ‘‘while 
plowing,’’ “‘ while excavating,” etc., of coins, The 
“inflationist’’ should find some consolation in such 
news, for underground capital, even coming in driblets, 
helps to swell the nation’s currency, The question 
? often arises, how people could be so overburdened 
? with gold and silver as to bury it, or to be careless 
i enough to drop it around, where the accumulating 
? earth could bury it. In these days of National Banks 
and paper currency it is hard to acquaint ourselves 
i with the fact that prior to a few score years ago most 
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people were their own bankers; their money in gold 
and silver, not portable in pocket-books. In times of 
war the practice of burying money for safety was gen- 
eral, and thus we occasionally find neglected treasure, 
which brings to the light of these days much that is in- 
teresting and instructive to the coin collector, As in 
England, the great quantities of silver pennies that are 
dug up, at times, in church-yards and other places 
Serve to authenticate contemporaneous pennies that 
are preserved above ground, thus making their search 
by archeologists deserving of all praise. Butold coins 
are generally found accidentally, where archeologists 
have little idea of their existence. 


Roman coins are pretty well scattered, and found 
all over easten, central and southern Europe aad col- 
onies of Asia and Africa. Grecian coins are more con- 
fined to their own locality and a few colonies. The 
British and American Archzological Society in Rome 
seem to understand the importance of the numismatic 
treasures, in! connection with the ‘statues, ceramics, 
bronzes and other monuments of ancient art which have 
been the fruits of their late underground researches, 
Many unique medals have been found, and their his- 
torical connections thoroughly discussed at the Socie- 
ty’s meetings. This Society is well supported, and 
Roman numismatics will have proper attention. In 
this country old Spanish silver coins are found fre- 
quently ; Colonial copper and early United States 
coins are found from time to time. This latter class 
often contains well preserved specimens, which find 
their way, almost directly, to some collector’s cabinet. 
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The passion tor seeking buried treasure has ever 
been one of the moral traits of the human species. 
There are persons who take a lucrative interest in un- 
derground numismatics; some of these are born to find 
treasure; their dreams lead them to believe that there 
are riches underground for the digging, and with tape- 
line and spade they go forth to the goal of their desti- 
ny. But fruitless searches are the results of these 
dreams, and some other medium of communication is 
resorted ts; the benigning influence of a branch of witch- 
hazel is tried, but after going through the usual cere- 
mony, and digging a little here and there, they con- 
: clude that it is not a good day for witch-hazel, and so 
He back agaia disappointed. They are always hope- 
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ful however, and continued disappointments do not al- 
leviate their desire to become suddenly rich. 

That sagacious old pirate, Captain Kidd, has wor- 
ried the American people for nearly 200 years by se- 
creting his money bags, which, if ever found will bring 
to light his numerous lineal descendents, who will 
come forward for a share of their ancestor’s ill-gotten 
wealth, evincing among themselves the hereditary ra- 
paciousness, and employing the best legal talent to 
justify their claims.

The Coin Collector's Fournal makes the following 
comments on Senator Sherman’s Bill for revising the 
devices and inscriptions of the national coinage: ‘‘ We 
are only sorry that its provisions are not so distinct as 
to admit of but. one construction; and fear that, with 
the present administration at the Mint, the spirit of a 
bill aimed at the low standard of design and exec 
tion of our coins, may still be violated, even though 
the letter be executed. There is no doubt that splen- 
did work can be performed at our mints, but the artists 
employed appear to concentrate their efforts and to 
display their talents on outside jobs, such as the getting 
up and striking of private medals, etc., while the work 
for which they are employed, and we believe paid, lies 
neglected or is disposed of with as little trouble as pus- 
sible.’’ 


We in our turn have to speak of the insignificant ef- 
figy which adorns the one-cent pieces of to-day. The 
cent is very well designed, but if we are to have an In- 
dian head, let it be of the pure type, fully expressing 
the bold features of the savage, and if the cent is too 
small to illustrate an expressive profile, let the coin be 
made alittle larger, it will suit commercial convenience 
as well. ‘The cent, above the other coias, should be a 
model of excellence in art and mechanism, for it has 
the largest circulation; its devices and inscriptions are 
subject to more criticism, and they should exemplify 
simplicity and good taste. If we are endeavoring to 
keep pace with Europe in arts and sciences, let us send 
abroad a coinage bearing evidence of our progress. If 
we were to produce a finer coin than France or Eng- 
land, no harm is done. That our whole coinage needs 
revision is apparent to every one of good taste.
